Playing before some 6,000 
fans in P E. Shotwell Stadium 
in Abilene Saturday evening. 
the Pied Pipers broke a three 
gam e jink and brought home 
the Bi District Championship 
trophy with a 35-0 victory over 
the Lubbock Roosevelt Eagles 
It was the fourth trip into the 
playoffs for a Hamlin team but 
the first 
Bi District Champi­ 
onship 
ITie Pipers were un 
successful in the playoff at 
tempts in 1940, 196', and 1972 
While the P ip e rs show ed 
some more of their offensive 
ex plo siv eness 
th at 
has 
characterized their team this 
season, it was the defensive unit 


that really made the difference

United States does not control high­ 
way speed limits. Not even if he says 
it on tv. 
“ Not even if it s on a so-called 
federal highway — even an 
In­ 
terstate. 
The federal 
government 
pays 90 percent of the bill on those, 
but they’re still owned by the states. 
Actually, 
there 
is 
no 
‘federal 
system’—it’s a federal-aid system. 
“Governor Dolph 
Briscoe can’t 
change 
the 
speed 
limit. 
The 
Legislature could if it was in session. 
But it isn’t, and Governor Briscoe is 
inclined to let it stay that way. 
“ The Highway D epartm ent is 
empowered to change speed limits 
but only for safety reasons. (This 
power is customarily exercised only 
locally to cover hazardous conditions 
Conceivably the present condition 
could be called an em ergency, 
although technically it probably 
isn’t.) 
“The Highway Department might 
shake a little over cost—about 
$800,(XX) for changing 35,000 speed 
limit signs—but that would not really 
be a big hangup. 
“The Attorney General might be 
asked what he thinks. About trucks 
and buses, whose owners claim 50 
miles an hour would be more ex­ 
pensive than 
62 or 65, 
that 
is 
something to view with sorrow but 
probably not with alarm. I ts un­ 
derstood that the Governor has a 
suggestion from the Department of 
Public Safety for a 60-miles-an-hour 
‘compromise 
One thing for sure, a 
lot more drivers would observe a 60- 
mile limit than a 50. 
“ On top of all else, granting that a 
lower speed limit would actually save 
a lot of petrol, is the fact that every 
gallon saved is a nickel lost to high­ 
ways (that being the state tax on a 
gasoline gallon for road use.) 
“ In brief: Painful but desirable.
